The criticism has been esp e­ 
cially v igo ro u s this y ear be­ 
cau se o f the p o ssibility that the 
third-p arty candidacy o f fo rmer 
Alabama Go v . Geo rge Wallace 
co u ld thro w the electio n into the 
Ho u se o f Rep resentativ es. The 
wheeling and dealing that might 
acco mp any 
that 
ev entu ality 
giv es so me p eo p le nightmares. 
There are 5 38 electo ral v o tes, 
which is the to tal o f the rep re­ 
sentativ es and senato rs o f the 
5 0 states, p lu s three fo r the Dis­ 
trict o f Co lu mbia. When Jo hn Q. 
Pu blic v o tes in No v ember, he 
v o tes no t fo r the p residential 
and v ice p residential candidates 
o f the p arty o f his cho ice bu t fo r 
e slate o f electo rs. The elected 
electo rs in tu rn meet in their 
resp ectiv e state cap itals in De­ 
cember and are mo rally —bu t 
no t legally —bo u nd to v o te fo r 
the candidates they rep resented 
o n the ballo t. 
The Co nstitu tio n p ro v ides that 
When no candidate receiv es a 
majo rity (27 0) o f the electo ral 
v o tes, the Ho u se o f Rep resen­ 
tativ es mu st cho o se the p resi­ 
dent fro m the to p three candi­ 
dates, with each state’s delega 
Ho n casting o ne v o te. (Senato rs 
v o te as indiv idu als fo r o ne o f 
the to p two v ice p residential 
candidates.) 
There are two main p ro p o sals 
fo r refo rm. One is to abo lish 
the Electo ral Co llege o u tright 
and elect the p resident and v ice 
p resident by direct v o te, like 
ev ery o ther electiv e federal o f 
ficial. The o ther p ro p o sal is to 
retain the co llege, bu t make its 
v o tes p ro p o rtio nal to the p o p u 
lar v o te in each state. 
The Electo ral Co llege is no t 
lacking fo r defenders, ho wev er, 
who argu e that it is no t the u n­ 
mitigated ev il its o p p o nents say 
it is. 
Fo r o ne thing, it has sp ared 
the United States fro m the div i­ 
siv e and p araly zing bane o i! 
sp linter p arties. The electo ral 
sy stem giv es the candidate with 
the mo st p o p u lar v o tes all o f a 
state’s electo ral v o tes, ev en i 
his p o p u lar majo rity was o ne 
(It also giv es the mo re p o p u lo u s 
states 
a 
deserv edly 
greater 
weight in the electio n than the 
less p o p u lo u s.) 
This winner-take-all sy stem 
becau se it max imizes the v ie 
to ry o f the winner in a clo se 
electio n, has u ndo u btedly serv ed 
to reco ncile the v o ters who se 
candidate lo st. 
In 1960, Jo hn F. Kennedy had 
a p o p u lar majo rity o f a mere 
118,000 o u t o f 68 millio n p o p u 
lar v o tes, bu t in electo ral v o tes 
he defeated Richard Nix o n by 
303 to 219. There hav e been 14 
o ther 
p residents, 
inclu ding 
Abraham Linco ln, who did no t 
receiv e a majo rity o f the p o p u ­ 
lar v o te, y et who wo n decisiv e­ 
ly in the Electo ral Co llege. 
Ev en if the p resident were 
elected by direct p o p u lar v o te, 
there wo u ld still be the p o ssi­ 
bility , 
whenev er 
there 
were 
mo re than two candidates, o f no 
o ne receiv ing a majo rity . 
The Electo ral Co llege is no t 
ideal by any means. Yet, ex cep t 
fo r two o r three electio ns, it has 
serv ed the natio n well. 
If there mu st be a co nstitu ­ 
tio nal amendment, o ne legally 
binding electo rs to v o te as the 
p eo p le instru ct them and stat­ 
ing simp ly that the candidate 
receiv ing the mo st, no t the ma­ 
jo rity , o f the v o tes in the Elec­ 
to ral Co llege be declared p resi­ 
dent wo u ld co rrect the mo st se­ 
rio u s deficiencies o f the sy stem 
while p reserv ing its desirable 
featu res.

“Fro m his death,” Daley said,

President Kennedy 's foreign 
policy was not a policy : it was a 
catastrophe — a series of catas­ 
trophes. And. following promptly 
on the Bay of Pigs. Laos was the 
second one. 
Appearing before 
a record- 
breaking

newsmen, 
and 
speaking to the world ov er Telstar TV, President 
Kennedy warned Moscow. Peking 
and North Viet­ 
nam alike on his (¡2nd day in office that the I nit eel 
States “ will not permit’’ a Red takeov er of Laos. 
Equipped with three elaborate maps and using 
a pointer. Mr. Kennedy dramatically ex plained 
that a Red Laos bordering South Vietnam made 
South Vietnam indefensible. 
Then occurred the tragic- gap between Mr. 
Kennedy ’s words and tin* deed, as it did again in 
the ease of the Berlin Mall and of “ on site” in­ 
spection in fuba, the island we solemnly swore 
to defend. 
Kennedy ’s Presidential adv iser Harriman em­ 
barked on a tour to round up I I poly glot countries, 
tossed together out of nowhere, to takr care of 
Laos and its anti-Red defense. President Kennedy 
appointed him his chief negotiator with the Red 
North Vietnamese at Genev a. 
Once more. Mr. Harriman had been a major 
party in the dismal program of say ing one thing 
and doing another. And when we signed at Gene­ 
v a the dev astating Laos accord, Mr. Harriman

ev en stated ai Genev a: “ Laos isn’t too important, 
after all." 
Yet to this v ery day no military man aliv e 
knows how we could ev er contain the Communists 
in South Vietnam since the moment they were 
giv en their sanctuary in Laos. And since President 
Kennedy sent the first U.S. combat troops into 
Vietnam we hav e built up our forces bey ond 500.* 
IMIO men and suffered 121,000 casualties in the hor­ 
rible try . 
The tragedy of FDR at Yalta will remain to 
haunt America and the free world for all time. 
Mr. Harriman was a participant at Yalta and, 
incredibly , 
still defends the Yalta 
agreement. 
There ami elsewhere, his record has been to 
talk a good game as an adv iser and negotiator, 
and then — behind the scenes — cav e in. 
What we are seeing in Paris is the Communist 
hammer-lock tec hnique: twist a little more, push a 
little more, fight a little more, He a little more un­ 
til resistance can stand it no longer. On the record, 
ov ercoming this is not Mr. Harriman’s forte. In 
fact, again and again as a party to one surrender 
after another, he is more identified with the dis­ 
astrous pattern of say ing one thing and doing an­ 
other than nearly any one President J ohnson could 
hav e selected. 
There is a poignant personal tragedy in this, for 
Mr. Harriman is a diligent man. And Mr. J ohnson 
Certainly seems to mean It when he states repeat­ 
edly to the North Vietnamese that we will not tol­ 
erate a one-sided — their side — settlement. But 
as the talks continue the burning question mounts 
in Saigon: Why did the American President risk 
the Laos identification, to say nothing more than 
that, by hav ing in Paris — of all people — W. 
Av erell Harriman? 
Mr. J ohnson has a v ital opportunity . If he would 
quietly , but at once, replace Mr. Harrimait 
wav e of renewed confidence would sweep our 
South Vietnam ally and North Vietnam Paris 
negotiator Xuan Thuy would, at long last, begin 
to sit up and take notice.

The Christian church in Amer­ 
ica has a drinking problem. It 
may v ary from denomination to 
denomination but there is no 
clear 
decision on 
what 
the 
church should 
say concerning 
alcoholic bev erages. In fact, the 
Christian church has not been 
say ing much of any thing when 
y ou compare the present hour 
to the temperance sermons, the 
abstinence pledge of many com­ 
municants and the intense proc­ 
lamation of the Prohibition Era. 
Long before the noble ex peri­ 
ment, Baptists, Methodists and 
Presby terians 
h ad 
substituted 
grape 
juice 
for 
communion 
wine. The Episcopal, Lutheran 
and Roman Catholic Churches 
nev er endorsed this moralism— 
either on sociological or Bibli­ 
cal grounds. 
The failure of prohibition was 
the beginning of the confusion 
and 
uncertainty 
that 
afflicted 
the Christian church—most es­ 
pecially conserv ativ e Protestant 
denominations. 
Church 
mem­ 
bers or not, the American com­ 
munity has nev er been without 
liquor, wine or beer. Today , our 
people seem 
to be 
drinking 
more and enjoy ing it less, if we 
can believ e the reports on the 
dramatic rise in alcoholism. 
Alcoholism seems to flourish 
in the moralistic mood of our 
culture. Has the public preach­ 
ing and denunciation of any use 
of alcoholic bev erage been the 
spark for rebellious teen-agers 
who 
get 
defiantly 
plastered? 
Has 
the 
church inadv ertently 
been the reason for the dev elop­ 
ment of 
a 
subculture 
that 
thriv es 
in 
a cocktail lounge 
barroom atmosphere that is far 
remov ed from home, family and 
pulpit scoldings? 
From many indications, most 
main line denominations are ea 
ger and ready for a whole new 
approach to the question of liq­ 
uor and the problems of alco 
holism. 
What can only help in this dis­ 
cussion is the timely book, "Al­ 
cohol Problems, a Report to the 
Nation” (Ox ford 
Press, 
$4.7 5 ). 
This thoughtful study by Thom­ 
as F. A. Plaut couldn’t come at 
a more receptiv e period for con 
cerned people. Plaut brings to 
gether a wealth of information 
related to 
American 
drinking 
habits, incidence of alcoholism 
and some suggestions concern­ 
ing strategy for the nation. In 
many way s a daring book but 
alway s reasonable and factual, 
Plaut compares Protestants of 
northern European descent (this 


inv olv es 
some 
geography as 


well as biochemistry ) with the 


drinking 
habits 
of 
Italians, 


Frenchmen, Irish and J ews. 


He discov ered that Protest­ 


ants do 
not seem to 
relate 
drinking to any deep cultural 


behav ior — rather it is a means 


to "hav ing fun” or an av enue 


of escape. Compare this to a 


195 2 surv ey in Italy that showed 


only one per cent of that coun­ 


try ’s drinking was other than 
mealtime. 
Plaut 
believ es 
that 


we must see alcohol as part of 
the patterns of the home — not 
the beer bust or cocktail party 
blast. He writes, "The nature 
of Chinese, J ewish and Italian 
drinking patterns suggests that 
drinking 
alcoholic 
bev erages 
primarily 
in association 
with 
other activ ities creates certain 
safeguards 
against 
destructiv e 
and dangerous ty pes of drink­ 
ing.” 


This 
certainly comes as 
a 
shock to many religious groups 
that 
counsel total abstinence. 
They are not being cornered in­ 
to acceptance of someone else’s 
drinking option. Rather, 
they 
are inv ited to support way s that 
can reduce the wild, irresponsi­ 
ble liquor binges that are part 
of our Bonnie 
and 
Cly de heri­ 
tage. 


New 
statistics 
rev eal 
that 
about 7 0 per cent of adult Amer­ 
icans drink — around 40 per 
cent said they drank at leas! 
once a month. What is surpris* 
ing — and worrisome —■ is the 
fact that more than 7 5 per cent 
of high school students report 
they hav e had alcohol prior to 
graduation. 


Drinking abounds in American 
life. So 
does 
alcoholism 
and 
that is why ev ery night of the 
week there are 8 5 men in the 
dormitory of New York’s Bow­ 
ery 
Mission. 
For 
too 
many 
adults, liquor is a death sen­ 
tence and we must seek new 
way s of controlling the shock­ 
ing rise of alcoholics. 


The Christian community real­ 
ly needs to ev aluate its success 
in 
controlling 
drunkenness 
through the old standard of to 
tal abstinence. This month the 
United 
Methodist 
Ch u rc h 
changed its ministerial require­ 
ments — no longer does a cler­ 
gy man sign a pledge that he 
will not u*e tobacco or liquor. 
The law was changed — but 
higher 
standards of 
integrity 
were called for.

LONDON (UPI)—Tears on his 
cheek s and a lump in his throat, 
Harold 
Macmillan 
ask ed 
his 
fellow Britons Thursday night 
to show 
a little 
understanding 
for their American cousins. 
The 74-year old former prime 
minister, 
addressing a 
nation 
shock ed by the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, said 
harsh, wrong things were being 
said 
about America 
and 
its 
people. 
“ What 
is 
the 
American 
people? What are they? They 
are our people, who went out 
from this island, all refugees, 
all persecuted. 
“The Catholics to Mary land, 
the dissenters to New England, 
because at home they couldn’t 
hold their faith and live their 
lives,” 
he 
said 
during 
a 
nationally televised speech. 
“More and more people came, 
but many of them refugees too 
from all over Europe, now they 
are even from Asia.” 
Tears ran down his cheek s. 
Macmillan, who k new Kennedy 
well, fought to control his voice. 
His 
mother 
had 
been 
an 
American. 
He 
wanted 
no 
misunderstanding. 
“So 
America 
is 
this 
vast 
continent, this huge population 
which hasn’t y et, as it were, 
settled down Into the melting 
pot.. . it has problems. It is a 
frontier line still.” 
Macmillan said his mother, 
the late Helen Belles of Indiana, 
used to “pull down the blinds 
every night when the sun w’ent 
because the Indians were on the 
other side of the river look ing 
into the house. 
“So 
let us 
be fair about 
America. 
They ’ve 
got 
this 
enormous problem of popula­ 
tion, 
this 
great wealth, 
this 
great technique. But it is 
a 


world of its own. It is Europe 
and part of Asia now, planted in 
the New World.”
